He late evtranrdinary gogd Weather invited His Royal Highneſs to 
go and fee His Majeities alace of Emitethy = : ſs 


hgow, with the Palace and 
| Caſtle of Striviing , both built by His Great Great Grand-Father, 
| King FAME S the5th. of Glorious Memory ; and notwithſtand- 
Ing an extraordinary Storm of Snow, which fell out on Mwnday and Tweſ- 
day was Seven-night , yet the Duke would needs go on in his intended 
Journey , being unwilling to diſappoint the Noblemen, and Gentlemen in 
the Countrey, who were reſolved to attend Him ; Although the deepneſs 
of the Snow, and the bad Weather, which made the Croſs-ways throughthe 
the Countrey unpaſhible, did of neceſſity , hinder very many to pay their 
Duty to His Royal Highneſs , in attending Him to Striving 5 yet His Train 
was very conſiderable, conſiſting all of Noblemen and Gentlemen, and their 
Servants. On Thwrſday,the 3d. Inſtant, the Duke, having for His Guard 
the Earl of Arlies Troup of Horſe, accompanyed by about twenty Noble- 
men, anda great many Gentlemen of the beſt quality 3 by the Lord 
Thefaurer Deput, Sheriff Principal of the County of Mid-Lothiar, with the 
Gentlemen and Free- holders of that Shire : As alſo, by General Dahel/, 
who waited on the Duke the WF marney , appearing always at 
the Head ofthe ſeveral Troup: a> hc þ eds wut in Hic Coach ,, from His 
Majeſties Palace of Holy-roodhouſe , betwixt ſeven and eight in the morn- 
ing: As He paſſed by the Caſtle of Edinburgh( where the Royal Standard was 

diſplayed) He was Saluted by a round of the great Guns. About two Miles 

from Fdinburgh , the Duke took His Horſe , His Train being then about 

fix hundred : Near Kirk-liſtown, fix Vilesfrom Edinburgh, the Gentlemen 

of Mid-lotkiantook leave of the Duke (that place being the March of their 

County ) And on the otherfide = the Water of Almond , His Rogal High:

neſs was received by the Laird of _ Sheriff Principal of Weſt-Lothiar, 


at the Head of the Gentlemen and' Free-holders of that Shire , who waited 
on His Royal Highneſs to the Corffines of Striving ire Near —_ 
the Maſter of Roſ#met Him,at the Headofhis Trouff: AboutelevensGleck, 
the Duke came to Li#lithgowy and wis reteived at the CroſFof that Towr, 
by the Lord Provoſt, and other Magtftrates, at-the Head of the whole Cis 
tizens of that Jncorporatibh 5 the Fountain m the Mereat place , running 
with Claret Wine: inthe Dukes way tothe Palace, the Maſter and. Schollars 
of Linlithegw School met Rim , whire Thomas Maitladth, a younge# Son to 
the Lofd Theſaurer Deptt, one bf the Scholars of tht School 4 made a 
thort Latine Specch to His Rozal Hithwtſs r From this, the Duke went to 
the Palace , where He was Intertained at a Noble Dinner , by the Earl of 
] i#lithgow, Heretable Keeper of that Palace. After Dinner , the Duke 
went on Horſeback towards Strivling , Guarded by the Maſter of Rofs, his 
Troup 3 without the Weſt Port of Linlithgow , the Earl of Airlies Troup 
was drawn up, who having Saluted the Duke , with a Volly of their Cara- 
bincs, took their leave: Near to Falkirk, the Duke was received by the 
Sheriif Depurte of $trizling Shire ( the Earl of Callender, Sheriff Principal 
being {ick) A Mile on the other ſide of Falkirk, Captain Inglis, his Troup 
of Dragoofis met His Royal Highneſs : At Sanchtn-foord three Miles from 
Strieling , the Earls of Marr and Glencairn, at the Head of above two hun- 
dred Horſemen , moſt of them Gentlemen , received the Dake with great 
ſhouts, of God bleſs the KING and the DUKE : Near to Strivling , His

ling , at the Head the Magiſtrates ard Citizens, Welcomed the Duke 
to thetr Town, who ktieelmg, prefented the Keys of the Town of Sitver, 
to His Rojal Highneſs : As He entered the Town, he was Salated by the 
great Guns fiom the Caſtle 3 Within the firſt Gare , there was 4 Guard 
appointcd of purpoſe, for this Occafion, confiſtmg of one hundred Young 
Mcn, Sons ot the Chief CitiZens; m very good Order, with New Fine Par- 
tizans, who madea Lane for His Royal Hiehweſs, till He wasnearthe fecond 
Gate, and then they ntarched before Him the Provoſt and Magiſtrates go- 
ing on Foot about His Royal Highneſs, who was on Horſeback { From the 
ſecond Gate, to the Ear] of @Hrgts Houſe, where the Dake Lodged , all 
the Inhabitantsof the Town , who could carry Arms , were drawn up or 
both fidesof the Street, who recerved His Royal Highneſs with great Shouts 
and Acclamations of Joy and Welconie z there was a Bon-fire before eyery 
Houſe in the Town, the Belk Ringing, ard the Canons fromthe Caſtle F1- 
ring conſtantly, till the Duke Was tn His Bed-chamber. The Earlsof Errol 
and C 4ithneſs, arid ſeveral Gentlertien of quality, from that, and the adja- 
cent Counties, carte tharnight, and the rextday, to wait upon Him, The 
Earl of Argzite Tneertatn'd the Duke and all His Artendants , and Servanty 


nobly , Thurſday night at Supper, and Friday at Dinner and Sapper. Fri. 
daymortting, the Duke went to fee the Caſtle 3 as Heentred the Gate, He 
was SaJuted by the great Guns, and received by the Earl of Marr ( Gover- 
nour and Heretable Keeper of thit Caſtle ) and the whole Gariſon under 
Arms ; the Earl of Merry delivering to His Kvyal Highneſs , the Keys on his 


Knee; the Duke went through all the Roors of the Palace, and viewed all

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the Walls of the Caſtle, and was extraordinarily pleaſed with the Palace, and 

Scituation of the Caſtle 5 as alſo with the fine Proſpett of the Countrey 

round the Caſtle, with the great ttirnings and windings of the River of 
Forth; His Royal Highneſs was pleaſed to fav, he had heard a great deal of 
that fine | lace, yet He thought itexceeded very much all that He had heard 

of it ; He exprelicd a great liking to it, in ſaying, It was Inherent and Na- 

tural to all the Royal Family for maily Tears pait , tahave a particular Kind- 

neſs for Striving. Asthe Duke went outof the Caſtle, He was again Salu- 

ted by around of the great Guns : After Dinner, the Lord Provoſt and 

Magiſtrates came , and conducted His Rojal Highneſs to their Guild»Hall, 

where he was Intertained at a Banquet, after which, He did the Town the 

Honour, to accept of the Freedom of its Incorporation, which the Provoſt 

preſented to Him , in a very fine Gold Box. Saturday morning His Royal 
Highneſs returned from Strivling, paſling through a Lane of the Citizens, 

under Arms, on both fides of the Streets, in the ſame manner and order as 

He entred the Town Thwr/dazs night before , the Bells Ringing, and the 

Caſtle firing , till He was out of the Town : He went on to Linlithgow, 

Guarded and accompanied as before. At Linlithgow, He was received by the 

Lord Provoſt and whole Inhabitants, and Conducted tothe Town-Houlſe, 

where Heand all His Train were Splendidly Intertained at Dinner 3 after 

which, He Honoured the Town, by accepting their Freedom , which the 

Lord Provoſt preſented to Him in a Gold Box. About one of the Clock in 

the afternoon, the Duke took Horſe for Edirburgh + the Gentlemen of the 

County of Linlithgow attending Hin, till thoſe of Mid-Lothian received Him, 
near Kirk{;ftoun, who waited upon Himto Edinburgh: © As His Royal High- 
neſs paſſed by, He was Saluted by the great Guns from the Caſtle : From 
the firſt Houſes without the Welt Port;to the Abbay of Hely-roodhouſe ( which 
is a Mile and an half ) There was but one contirtued Croud of people, all 
Bleſſing and Praying forthe King and the Duke; the Croud was fothrong, 
that the Duke and His Train had dithculty to paſs through them, and could 
only go at a Foot Rate. In the utter Court of the Palace, the Maſter of 
Roſs , His Troupdrew up, and Saluted the Duke as He alighted from His 
Horſe, by a Volly of their Carabines. 

The Kindneſs and AﬀetGtion of the People, in all the Towns and Villages, - 
asthe Duke paſt inthis ſhort Progreſs , was very remarkable , eſpecially in 
His Return through Edinburgh, where the People thronged in great mul» 
titudes to meet Him, even longing to fee Him, though after a ſhort abſence 


of two days ; the Joy of their Hearts being very perceptible m their Couns 


tenances ; when they ſee His Royal Highneſs Preceded by His own Servants, 
and a great many Perſons of quality bare-headed, Himſelf Riding alone; 
followed by a Croud of Noblemen, and Gentlemen cf the beſt quatty. 
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
